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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin. Lin shows 
grinding animal byproduct material to a predetermined size (claim la); separating oil, water and 
protein from the animal byproduct material to produce a meal (centrifuge, bone, fat, salt soluble 
protein liquid, fig. 1, col. 3, lines 39-45, claim lc, d); and drying the meal (claim lj), the animal 
byproduct includes chicken bones (claim 4), the animal byproduct includes the entire leftover 
portion of the animal being processed (column 1, lines 29-31). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lin. Lin discloses 
grinding animal byproduct material to a predetermined size (claim la); separating oil, water and 
protein from the animal byproduct material to produce a meal (centrifuge, bone, fat, salt soluble 
protein liquid, fig. 1, col. 3, lines 39-45, claim lc, d); and drying the meal (claim lj), the animal 
byproduct includes chicken bones (claim 4), the animal byproduct includes the entire leftover 
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portion of the animal being processed (column 1, lines 29-31). Lin discloses applicant's 
invention substantially as claimed with the exception of said grinding step comprises the step of 
reducing the animal byproduct material to a particle size between about 4 mm to about 25 mm, 
heating the animal byproduct material to about 160 degrees F before separating protein from the 
animal byproduct material. At the time the invention was made it would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice to a person of ordinary skill in the art to have said grinding step 
comprises the step of reducing the animal byproduct material to a particle size between about 4 
mm to about 25 mm because applicant has not disclosed that the size provides an advantage, is 
used for a particular purpose or solves a stated problem. One of ordinary skill in the art, 
furthermore, would have expected Applicant's invention to perform equally well with either the 
size of Lin or the claimed size because both sizes perform the same function equally well. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-20 are allowed. 

Claims 5-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
